“Individual road defects,” he says, “have been con- 
tributory causes in nearly 60 per cent. of accidents. re- 


viewed—but it is useless to 


assume that they could be 


easily remedied and a great improvement in the accident 


situation made.” 


Mr.. Bennett makes’ this comment in a report to 


Oxfordshire County Council on 
four years. investigation into 


‘| 148 fatal accidents on the 1,638 


miles of roads in the county in- 
volving 162 deaths, 


Here are other ‘points from 
his report: 


SPEED: “The question of 
how far speed is the reason for 
accidents is ote of the most 
diMiculf matters to decide. Speed 
is difficult to: define, ay one 
student of road safety may. put 
an entirely different construc- 
tion on the term from another. 


* “excessive speed jin the accidents 
under review cannot be shown posi- 
tively to be a contributory cause In 
more than 14% accidents. Excessive 
speed cannot be suspected in more 
than 4 of the 148 accidents, 


“While the sports car owner ov 
speed merchant may, as an in- 
dividual, be n greater danger’ on the 
road than the ordinary motorist, he 
und his fellows represent such a 
small proportion of the community 
that they do not sensibly affect the 
accident situation. 


“The evidence fs definitely against 
‘the view that very high speeds are 
Qn’ important factor in accident 
causation, nithough it docs-nat follow 
that very high specds should be en- 
couraged, ° 


FAULTY ROADS: “It js no answer 


lo “oy that conditions of the ronds 
are generally superlor to those of a 
few years ago. As far as general 
service conditions #o it is true, 

“As far os general design and 
layout are concerned, roads to-day 
are less suitable In comparison 
with the traffic on them than they 
-were 20 years ago.” . : tee

REMEDIES: Mr, Bennett blames 
the division of financial responstbili- 
ty between the Government and the 
local authorities ag the factor pre- 
venting an Ideal scheme of road 
reconstruction and rebuilding being 
carried to completion within a rea 
sonable - period. 2 

“Rural county councfls’ are faced 
with the alternative of ‘increasing 
their mtes to n polnt where they 
become unbearable, or allowing the 
ronds to become less. and = less 
adequate for the traMflc:upon them. 

“Tho alternative is for Govern- 
ment” grants to be Increased In 
proportion to the traffic using the 
roads, 

“Three out of every four lves lost 
on the Oxfordshire roads could be 
saved by doubling the rate of ex- 
penditure to £3,000,000 on road 
improvements for the next 15 years, 
But there is no prospect of such an 
Increase under present financial are 
rangements.”” 

Sir Stenson “Cooke,

DAMAGE 


MANY LIVES LOST 
"ON SHORE 


FISHING FLEETS 
SUFFER 


» Macao, Sept. 3. 

Immense havoc was wrought In 
Macoo during the small hours of 
yesterday morning when ao terrific 
gale-of-ovor 170 ktlometres velocity 
swept over the Colony to-day. 
.The typhoon carried with it a 
toll of 21 deaths on Innd. The 
number of lives lost within the 
waters of Macao {s nat yet ascertain- 
able, but It fs certain to be no 
Inconsiderable number. : 

The destruction of Jjunks and 
snmpans of the fishing ficets within 
the harbours was immense, while 
the collapse of many walls and the 
crashings of roofs and verandohs 
combined with the contant slamming 
of shutters and windows to render 
sleep tmpossible. ; ; 

At 2.05 a.m, the booming of three 
guns followed by four Jong blasts of 
the slren warned the populace that, 
despite re «(lull, .the storm was 
immediately impending. ; 

The’ awful character of the gale 
was first felt at about 3 a.m. when 
the light and telephonic communica-~ 
tions throughout the city were dis- 
rupted. -The clanging of fire engines 
and ambulances flicd persons with 
dread and concern as emergency 
squads. of the Fire Brigade and the 
Municipal Police hurricd to the 
several scenes of disaster in, the 
height of the storm, . The Water 
Police likewise performed meritor- 
ious work among the poatcraft. 

From 10 p.m. until 4.30 am, the 
wind direction was N.N.W, but at 
5 um. It altered to N.W. The 
maximum velocity registered was 178 
kilometres per hour, the fall of the 
barumeter being 39.97) mm. in 
relation to the average 
pression for September. After 6 p.m. 
further registering of velocity was 
rendered impossible owing to the 
wind indicator being carried away, 


LAND DAMAGE 


The ravages’ on land were exten- 
sive, Many trees were thrown down, 
and large branches lay bestrewn 
hither and thither, Sevtrat clectric 
and telephone poles were bent and 
in some cases they were snapped 
completely blocking the slreets, Shop 
signs and tiles’ torn from roofs 
further rendered some, of the roads 
impassible, 

Among the many buildings that 
were severcly damaged, the collapse 
of a tenement house in the shopping 
district near the Post OMce buried 
the occupants and the emergency 
squads worked. tirelessly for hours 
eventually rescuing two = injured 
persons and excavating four bodies 
from the debris. 

Two houses occupied by Portuguese 
families near the St.” Lawrence 
Church looked as if they had been 
hit- by a -bombshell.. The whole of 
the front of the buildings were 
demolished revealing the Interior 
bedrooms which had bten vacated by 
the occupants... The partly bullt 
theatre adjoining the Black Cat 
Cabaret was entirely, destroyed. 

The timely arrival of an order 
by the Medical Officcr of Health 
to remove the patients ‘from the 
recently constructed cholera hut was 
responsible for their snfety as that 
accommodation collapsed «a few 
minutes after the order was carried 
out. 

There was very considerable 
destruction to the sea wall of the 
new reclamation area facing the 
Praya Grande.

WATERFRONT SCENES 


The damage to sea’ craft was 
widespread and surpassed that on 
land, All about the inner Harbour 
floated picces of wreckage, 
evidencing the sinking of 10 large 
junks and the smashing of many 
sampans against the. scawall. The 
crews that survived sought for 
shelter from howllng wind and rain 
under verandahs of the neighbouring 
waterfront. One particularly gallant 
service was performed by  membet 
of the Military Police who swam out 
with a Iife-line and, working his way 
among sinking craft, was successful 
in rescuing two men, a woman and 
a child,’ 

A large‘ number of sampans were 
ilterally heaved from sea to land and 
these present a most unusual 
spectacle as they line the waterfront 
‘helter-skelter. Pathetle crowds of 
the boat population were scen this 
nfternoon endeavouring to salvage a 
few keepsakes from the remnants of 
thejr boats. ee 

The motor boat of the Macao, 
Colowan and Talpa Island ferry 
service foundered ot its wharf and a 
Chinese steam Jaunch sank just be- 
yond the waterfront. The masts and 
funnels are all that may be scen of 
the two vessels.. The Hongkong 
steamer Chuenchow lost: her masts 
nnd some superstructure but the Sul 
Tal was unscathed, 

Of the Praya Grande a massive 
three-masted Junk was dashed to 
pieces and the fragments were beln 
picked up to be used as firewood.

First defendant and the same five 
men, It was stated, ogain visited 
Leung on August 12 and demanded 
$30. 


First and second defendants were 
arrested nt No. 190 Hollywood Road 
on August 14. 


Yesterday first defcridant 
evidence and sald that he knew com- 
plainnnt and his wife very well. He 
denied having — scen Leung on 
Aurfust 10, and said that he spent 
the whole day in) Kowloon with 
friends. He visited Leung = on 
August 11, und on hearlng of the al- 
loned threats advised his friend to 
communicate with the police. When 
Leung feared to do this, first defend- 
ant sald he offered to introduce 
Leung to a man named Fu Sing who 
knew several policemen, This was 
done ond he Inter Jenrned that Leung 
had given $20 to the man Fu Sing, 
Ne did not approve of this and told 
Leung that he would try to retrieve 
the moncy. He went to No. 190 
Hollywood Road Inte on the night of 
August 13 to sce Fu Sing for thia 
purpose, and as the man was not in, 
he passed the night in the house 
waiting for him. When the police 


came the next day he and second de- 
fendant were arrested, 


Woke to 2 Surprise 


First defendant also said that he 
did not know second accused. When 
he woke up In the house in Holly 


*vood Rond on August 14, he was 


surprised to see the man lying beside 
him. - 


Kwan Ho-wing sald that he was a 
friend of first defendant, ond also 
knew Leung and his family. One 
day when he was in Leung's house 
he saw two men speaking to Leung's 
wife obout a man surnamed Lee, and 
telling her to settle some matter or 
other, ' He did not know the two 
men, He heard of the threats ond 
was present when the man Fu Sing 
was introduced to Leung by first de-~ 
fendant.

THE MENACE OF THE 
MEDITERRANEAN 


Anglo-French anxiety — over 
the situation in the Mediterran- 
can is justified by the frequent 
tittacks on merchant ships in re- 
cent weeks, The position has 
become even more aggravated by 
the fact that submarines, of un- 
identified nationality, have more 
than once torpedoed ships, the 
most recent case being that of 
the British s.s. Woodford, the 
crew of which was fortunate to 
escape with their lives. Who- 
ever is responsible for these out- 
rages, they obviously cannot go 
unnoticed, and there is now evi- 
dence that both Britain and 
France have been awakened to 
the realities of ~ the situation. 
The seriousness with which Bri- 
tain views the position may..be 
gathered from the fact that the 
destroyer strength in those parts 
of the Mediterranean which have 
been the scene of. the attacks is 
to be increased, the apparent in- 
tention being to give full and 
adequate protection to British 
shipping. That protection may 
even go the length of engaging 
war craft guilty of attack on 
merchant ships. The British 
Government has-already inform- 
ed the Spanish Insurgent author- 
ities that, when ‘such attacks 
occur, it reserves the right to 
take such action as the occasion 
demands. These recurring out- 
rages have had the effect of 
Britain, with whom France is in 
the fullest sympathy,- taking a 
much stronger stand than was 
the case when incidents were re- 
latively few and = far between. 
Before the naval patrol system 
broke down, Britain) was dis- 
inclined to adopt any policy 
leading to direct unilateral 
action, preferring that the par- 
ticipants in the: scheme should 
consult one with another regard- 
ing action when vessels of the 
Powers exercising. the patrol 
were subjected to attack. Ger- 
many, on the other hand, with 
Italy sympathetic, believed in 
action first and general consul- 
tution, if any, later. The force 
of circumstances has driven Bri- 
tain towards the German view- 
point. Altogether apart from 
the question as to who the guilty 
parties are, it is intolernble that 
merchant shipping, proceeding 
on lawful business, should be ex- 
sara to these constant dangers, 
which are totally contrary to all 
the canons of International law. 
France now proposes, and Bri- 
taln agrees, that tho whole

Cricket during the past three days 
was of a chnracteristically holiday 
natufe. At the Oval Surrey and 
Sussex accumulated 1,230 runs. At 
Folkestone and England XI and New 
Zealanders aggregated 1,263 runs in 
a drawn match. At Scarborough 
Yorkshire and the M.C.C. amassed 
1,029 runs in a match which the 


‘champions won by eight wickets. 

Three centuries were scored in 
Surrey's first Innings against Sussex. 
The innings realised 495, Sandham 
scoring 102, Gregory 124 ond E.R.T. 
Holmes 115. 

Sussex were out for 214 in the first 
hinock ond 403 in the second.

SLANDER ‘ACTION’ 
‘ ALLEGED COMMENTS ON

Based on alleged remarks against 
a woman's chastity, ‘a slander action.

SALVAGE’ WORK — 
INSPECTIONS MADE OF 
MOST SHIPS YESTERDAY 


Both the Asama Maru and. the 
Conte Verde arg st!ll aground in Sai 
Wan Bay, and yesterday marine 
surveyors visited these vessels to 
estimate tha damage done and the 
possibilities of refloating them. 


The Asamn Maru Js ina dificult 
situation, and it was feared yeaster- 
day that although (he - surrounding 
sea bed {s sundy, she will be found 
eventually to be resting.on one or 
two. projecting rocks. She is known 
to: have nine holes !n her tanks, but 
ns there is n double hull to the 
vesscl. this docs not affect her 
buoyancy, With threa fect of water 
at low tide and considerably more— 
over ten fect—ot high tide, it ds 
hoped that the ship will be able to 
bo given buoyancy before being 
towed: awny from her present 
dangerous posttlon. Meantime she 
is lying quictly and no further 
damage is belng donc. 


The Conte Verde wns also visited 
by surveyors, and nothing was donc 
yesterday towards actually towing 
the ship. It is not anticipated that 
the task of dragging her to deep 
water will prove of cnormous dim- 
cully nithough she, too, may be 
restingg on several rocks protruding 
from the sandy bottom, Though 
well away from the shore she is 
quite near the last visible rock of a 
rect which runs out towards her 
from the land. . 


Inspections Made 


Most of the other: vessels which 
were \washed ashore during the 
typhoon’ were not shifted yesterday, 
but were examined by the Company 
superintendents or marine surveyors 
in preparation for, attempts to re- 
float them this week. 


The Bonneville was an exception, 
and an attempt was scheduled for 
early this morning to pull her off 
with tugs. She is not damaged ‘so 
far scan be scen, If the first 
attempt to pull her off fails ' others 
whl follow. The Ward, also repre- 
sented here by Thoresen and Com- 
pany, was not seriously damaged. 
She did not go, ashore but suffered 
superficial damage from the wind. 


The Hong Peng, of the Ho Thong 
Company, was also due to be pulled 
off at high tide last night. She was 
festing lightly on fhe shore near 
the Taikoo Sugar Refinery and very 
Mltle damaged. 


The Gertrude Maersk, aground for 
some hours near Green Island, ar- 
rived ot Kowloon Docks safely on 
Thursday night and Is now jn dock. 
She is.rather severely damaged. 


The Hsingping and Lubsing, for 
whom Gibb, Livingston are the local 
agents, are both high and dry and 
nothing has yet been done opart 
from an” examinations” The © local 
agents have wired the owners in 
Shanghai for final instructions, and 
until these arrive nothing further 
can be done. The ships are not 
being further dumaged but ore rest- 
ing firmly on shore. 


The Tymeric, for whom:the Bank 
Line are local agents, is still, aground, 
at North Point, and her agents de 
not know when she will be refloated, 
what damage she has suffered or 
whether she will prove difficult to 
snlvage or not, A representative of 
the agents said yesterday that he 
had no Idea how long she would bo 
ashore, and. that she had been put 
into the hands of a dock company. 


Other Vessels ~ 


The various Butterfield and Swire 
vessels, including the Hunan, 
Kalgan, Kwangchow and Shuntien, 
were visited yesterday by the Com- 
pany’s Marine Superintendent, who 
will make a report on the condition 
of the ships, not all of which are 
aground. Until his report is sub- 
mitted the company is unable to say 
what steps will be, inken to refloat 
‘he ships asbure, or. how damaged 
the other vessels are.

' This pronouncement by Mr. G. T. Bennett, county 
surveyor of Oxfordshire, was greeted with great interest 
in motoring circles last month. 

“Individual road defects,” he says, “have been con- 
tributory causes in nearly 60 ner cent. of accidents re- 


viewed—but it is useless to 


assume that they could be 


easily remedied and a great improvement in the accident 


situation made.” 


Mr. Bennett makes this comment. in a report to 


Oxfordshire County , Council on 
four years investigation into 
148 fatal accidents on the 1,688 
miles of ronds in the county in- 
volving 162 deaths, | 


Here are other. points from 


Jhis report: 


SPEED: “The question of 
how far speed is the reason for 
uccidents is one of the most 
difficult matters to decide. Speed 
is dificult to define, as one 
student of rond safety may put 
an entirely different construc- 
tion on the term from another. 


“Exeessive speed In the accidents 
under review cannot be shown posl- 
tively to be a contributory cause in 
more than 148 accidents, Excessive 
speed cannot be suspected in more 
than 4 of the 148 accidents, 


“While the sports car owner or 
specd merchant may, os an ine 
dividual, be a greater danger on the 
road than the ordinary motorist, he 
and his fellows represent such a 
small proportion of the community 
that they do not sensibly affect the 
aceldent situation. ; 


“The evidence Is defnitely against 
the view'that very high speeds «are 
an Smportant fuctor in accident 
causation, although it does not follow 
that very high speeds should be en- 
couraged, : 


FAULTY ROADS: “It Is no answer 


to nay that conditions of the ronds 
are gencrally superior to those of a 
few yenrs ago. As far as Keneral 
service conditions sto It is true. 

“As far as gencral design and 
layout are concerned, roads to-day 
are less suitable in comparison 
wlth the traffic on them than they 
were 20 years ago." 


* * * 


REMEDIES: | Mr.. Bennett blames 
the division of financial responsibill- 
ty between the Government and the 
local authorities as the factor pre- 
venting an-ideal scheme of road 
reconstruction and rebuilding being 
carried to completion within a rea- 
sonable period. 

“Rural county councils are faced 
with the alternative of Increasing 
their rates to a point where they 
become unbearable, or allowing the 
ronds to become less and less 
adequate for the traMlc upon them. 

“The alternatlve is for Govern- 

. ment grants to be Increased in 

proportion to the traffle using the 
roads. 

“Three out of every four Ives lost 
on the Oxfordshire roads could be 
saved by doubling the rate of ex- 
penditure to £3,000,000 on road 
improvements for the next 15 years. 
But there Is no prospect of such an 
increase under present financial ar- 
rangements.”” 

Sir Stenson Cooke, 
the A. A. told a 
reporter: “Mr. Bennett's views 
colnclde with ours, After many 
yenrs of close study of accident 
causes we have come to the conclu- 
sion that defects in the roads are 
really the cause of a great majority 
of accidents.”

MANY LIVES LOST - 
ON SHORE 


FISHING FLEETS 
SUFFER 


_ Macav, Sept. 3. 
Immense havoe was wrought In 
Macao during the small hours of 
yesterdiy morning .when a_ terrific 
wale of over 170 kilometres velocity 
swept over the Colony to-day. © | 
The typhoon carried with It oa 
tol! of 21 deaths on innd. The 
number of lives fost within the 
waters of Mneao ({s not yet ascertnin- 
able, but” it’ Is “certain to be no 
inconsiderable number. 
The destructlon of junks and 
sampnans of the fishing flecta within 
the. harbours was Immense, while 


-the collapse of many walls and the 


crashinga of roofs und verandahs 
combined with the contant slamming 
of shutters and windows to render 
sleop impossible. ' 

At 2.05 a.m. the booming of three 
guns followed by four long blasts of 
the siren warned the populace that, 
despite the lull, the storm was 
Immedlately impending. 

The awful character of the gule 
was first felt at about 3 a.m: when 
the light and telephonic cornmunica~ 
thons throughout the city were dis- 
rupted. The clanging of fire engines 
and ambulances filed persons with 
dread and concern us emergency 
squads of the Fire Brigade and the 
Municipal Police hurried to the 
several secnes of disaster Iin_ the 
height of the storm. The Water 
Police likewise performed meritor- 
jJous work omong the boatcraft. 

From 10 p.m. until 4.30 o.m. the 
wind direction was N.N.W. but at 
5 am. it: altered) to NW. The 
maximum velocity registered was 178 
kilometres pet hour, the fall of the 
barometer being 39.97 mm. in 
relation to the average mean de 
pression for September. After 6 p.m. 
further registering of velocity was 
rendcred impossible owing to the 
wind Indicator being carried away, 


LAND DAMAGE 


The ravages on land were exten- 
sive, Many trees were thrown down, 
and large branches lay  bestrewn 
hither and thither. Several electric 
and telephone poles were bent and 
in some cases” they were snapped 
completely blocking the streets, Shop 
signs and tiles tern from toofs 
further rendered some of the roads 
impassible, : . 2 

Among the many buildings that 
were severely damaged, the collapse 
of a tenement house in the shopping 
district near the Post Office -buried 
the occupants and the emergency 
squads worked tirelessly for hours 
eventuolly rescuing two injured 
persons and atingg four bedies 
from the debr ty 

‘Two houses occupled by Portuguese 
families near the St. Lawrence 


Church Jooked as‘if they had been 


hit by a bombshell. The whole of 
the front of the buildings were 
demolished revealing the Interior 
Bedrooms whith had been vacated by 
the occupants, Th? partly built 
theatre adjoining the Black Cat 
Cabaret was entirely destroyed. 

The timely arrival of an order 
by the Medical Officer of Health 
to remove the patients from the 
recently constructed cholera hut wis 
responsible for thelr safety as that 
necommodation§ collapsed a_i few 
minutes after the order was carried 
out. 

There was very considerable 
destruction to the sca wall of the 
new reclamiution area facing the 
Praya Grande. Stone boulders were 
moved from their foundations by the 
force of the gale, and much of the 
filled-in land was inundated by the 
intermittent rain. 

Except for a few bare poles, grim 
reminders of the “playful spray” of 
the elergnts, not a trace is to be 
seen of the 40 bathing matsheds 
which lined. the sea front of the 
Outer Harbour. 


WATERFRONT SCENES 


The damage to ‘sea craft was 
widespread und surpussed that on 
Jand. All obout the inner Harbour 
floated pieces of wreckage, 
evidencing the sinking of 10 large 
Junks and the amoshing. of many 
sampons against the senwall. The 
crews that survived sought for 
shelter from-howling wind and ratn 
under verandahs of the neighbourlng 
waterfront, One partleularly yadlont 
service was performed by a member 
of the Military Pollee whe swam out 
with a Hfe-llne and, working his way 
among sinking craft, was successful 
in rescuing? two men, a woman and 
a child, 

A large number of sampans were 
Mterally heaved from sen to land ind 
these present 2 most unusual 
spectacle as they Ilne the waterfront 
helter-skelter. Pathetic crowds _ of 
‘the boat populption were seen this 
afternoon endeavouring to salvage 4 
few keepsnkes from the remnants of 
their boats. - ; 

The motor bont of the Mnucao, 
Colowan’ and Taipa Island ferry 
service foundered at its wharf and a 
Chinese steam launch sank just be- 
yond the waterfront. The masts and 
funnels ure all that may be seen of 
the two vessels, The Hongkong 
steamer “Chilenchow Jost her masts 
and séme superstructure but the Sul 
Tal was unscathed. 

Of the Proya Grande a massive 
three-masted junk wna dnshed to

Yesterday first defendant gave 
evidence and sald that he knew com- 
plamant and hls wife very well. He 
denied having seen Leung on 
Aupust 10, and said that he spent 
the whole day in’ Kowloon with 
friends, He visited Leung on 
August 11, und on hearing of the al- 
leged. threats advised his friend to 
communiente with the police. When 
Leung, feared to do this, first defend- 
ant sald he offered to introduce 
Leung to a mannamed Fu Sing who 
knew several policemen. This was 
done and he later learned that Leung 
had given $20 to- the man Fu Sing. 
He did not approve of.thls and told 
Leung that he would try to retrieve 
the money. Te: went to No. 190 
Hollywood Road late on the night of 
Aurust 13 to see Fu Sing for this 
purpose, und as the man was not in, 
he passed the night in the house 
walting for him. When the police 
came the next day he and second de- 
fendant were arrested.

First defendant also said that he 
aid not Iknow second accused.

On August 10 first defend- 
ant was with him the whole day, 


Sergeant Cashman then asked wit- 
ness why he hod told the Police on 
August 14 that he had not seen frst 
defendant for two weeks when, ac- 
cording to his evidence he was with 
the man the whole of August 11 
Kwan replied that what he told the 
Police then was true, and that what 
che had sald in Court was also true.

Anglo-French anxiety 
the situation in the Mediterran- 
can is justified by the frequent 
attacks on merchant ships in re- 
cent weeks, The position has 
become even more aggravated by 
the fact that submarines, of un- 


over 


identified nationality, have more |. 


than once torpedoed ships, the 
most recent case being that of 
the British s.s. Woodford, the 
crew of which was fortunate to 
escape with their lives. Who- 
over is responsible for these out- 
rages, they obviously cannot go 
unnoticed, and there is now evi- 
dence that both Britain and 
France have been awakened to 
the realities of the situation. 
The seriousness with which Bri- 
tain views ‘the position may be 
gathered from the fact that the 
destroyer strength in those parts 
of the Mediterranean which have 
been the scene of the attacks is 
to be increased, the apparent in- 
tention being to give full and 
adequate protection to British 
shipping. That protection may 
even go the length of engaging 
war craft guilty of attack on 
merchant ships. The British 
Government has already inform- 
ed the Spanish Insurgerit author- 
ities that, when such attacks 
occur, it reserves the right to 
take such action as the occasion 
demands. These recurring out- 
rages have had the effect of 
Britain, with whom France is in 
the fullest sympathy, taking: a 
much stronger stand than was 
the case when incidents were re- 
latively few and far between. 
Before the naval patrol system 
broke down, Britain was dis- 
inclined to adopt. any policy 
to direct unilateral 
action, preferring that the -par- 
ticipants in the scheme should 
consult one with another regard- 
ing action when. vessels of the 
Powers exercising the patrol 
were subjected to attack, Ger- 
many, on the other ‘hand, with 
Italy sympathetic, believed in 
action first-and' general consul- 
tation, if any, later. The force 
of circumstances has driven Bri- 
tain towards the German view- 
point, Altogether ‘apart from 
the question as to who the guilty 
parties are, it is intolerable that 
merchant shipping,- proceeding

East none is perhaps more 
fascinating and romantic 
than the days of the foreign 
“factories” ‘at Canton—the 
so-called Thirteen - Hongs. 
The very name is redolent 
of “vague,  half-forgotten 
memories of the time when 
merchants from the West 
‘lived like prineés and in a 
few short years could retire 
to their respective home- 
lands with the wealth of a 
Croesus.. Time, however, 
has been so complete in its 
ravagres that even the most 
superficial traces’ of the 
sojourn of these foreign 
exiles are effaced.

Indeed, the site of the Thirteen 
Hons ts ot the present simply one 
out of many others of Canton's 
thorough in the monotony 
of its prosai¢ and undevinting simili- 
tude, possessing naught but tradition 
to recall that period when itv 
flourlshing: entrepot of the merchants 
of the West, The “factorles"—those 
palatial two-storey shops and = com- 
modious ware-houses, enceh with its

EST readers form the_impression 
that these = “factories — were 
actually plices for the manufacture 
of merchandise, Jot me hasten to in- 
form them that the word “factory” 
as here used denotes a trading 
ayency, of which the head was 
termed the “factor.” In. Canton dur- 
ing the late eighteenth - and early 
nincteenth centuries there existed 
thirteen of these agencies, over which 
flew the flags of England, France, the 
United States, Holland, Denmark and 
others, Of course, the pioneer firm 
umongst ‘these so-called “factories”

din Company which had established 
an agency at Canton during the 
latter part of the reign of the Man- 
chu Emperor K'anjtehsl (1662-1723). 
However, it was: not’ until about 
1700, that the Chinese trade with the 
West via Canton attalned its peak, 
and from that date until nearly 40 
years later, many were the substan- 
thal fortunes that were wrested by, 
hoth Chinese and Europeans from 
the profits accruing from the China 
trade, 

Of course,. Kuropean merchonts 
residing in Ching ut that epoch were 
not allowed to Induljte in indis- 
eriminute trading, cither by the Com- 
panies who enjoyed the monopolies 
of their respective countrics or by 
the Chinese Government. Indeed, 
the latter took oa paternal interest 
in all that went on at Canton, and 
us early as 1720, the Imperial Court 
at Peking decreed that all business 
dealings must be carried out through 
au guild of influential Chinese mer- 
chant, whom foreigners called the 
Co-hong. These men were selected 
on aecount of their wealth — and 
business acumen, und were noted for 
thelr personal probity. The majority 
attained. the highest respect and ¢s- 
teem of the foreign merchants re- 
sident in Canton, and a few acquired 
lasting, fame. 

Amongst these latter was one Ng 
Tuen-yuen, a native of Amoy, whom 

ropeans styled Howquu. He was 
sald to have been not only an astute 
merchant but also a warm-hearted 
and loyal {rlend of the foreign com- 
munity, and his death on Sept. 4., 
1843 was deeply regretted. He was 
also reputed to have been the richest 
Chinese of his day, and his fortune 
of over £5,000,000 was the envy of 
many of his less fortunate com- 
patricts in the merchant's gulld, -

was said to have been the proto-type 
of the Chinese merchant who was 
praised in the | saying

For example, no foreigner was per- 
mitted at that day to enter the heart 
of the native city on any pretext 
whatsoever, so that his rambles had 
to be limited to the confines of a few 
poor streets which Jay parallel to the 
area of foreign settlement.
